Bs PURPOSE 

The purpose of the Council is to: 

a. advise the Governor and the Board Of Crime Control on 
policy matters related to juvenile justice; 

Bis supervise the preparation, complete administration and 
implementation of the Juvenile Justice and Delinquency 
Prevention Act of 1974, as required by Section 223 of the 
Act? 

Cx approve the annual plan as required by the Juvenile 
Justice and Delinquency Prevention Act of 1974, as 
amended, and award grants to implement that plan; 

d. advise the Governor, the Board of Crime Control and the 
Legislature on legislation relating to juvenile 
delinquency and compliance with the Juvenile Justice and 
Delinquency Prevention Act; and 

e, advise state, local and private agencies on juvenile 
justice in order to better coordinate services and to 
most efficiently utilize available resources.
